Mean 
timé the King’s Troops give no Quarter to any Ca- 
mifars they find in Arms. The laft Refuge of thefe 
Malecontents is the Upper Sevennes. The Marflal 
de Villars has been oblig’d to buy up Srore of Provi- 
fions for the Subfiftance of his Troops,who are about 
to mrarch wp into that Hilly Country ; yet itis not 
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impoffible but fome Parties of the Camifars may. 
efeape their Hands, becaufe.the Situation of that part 
of the Country is fuch, that they may lurk about in 
it aslong as they can get Victuals.
